New York, March 31.—William H. 
Buckley, accelerator of insurance leg- 
islation, ard the late “Andy” Ham- 
ilton, keeper of the life insurance “yel- 
low dog” fund of former years, worked 
shoulder to shoulder oiling *the legis- 
lative wheels at Albany for good and 
substantial consideration, was brought 
out today at the fire insurance inquiry 
conducted by William  H. Hotchkiss, 
state superintendent of insuraice. 
Hamilton, the evidence showed, re- 
ceived no less than £8,999 from cer- 
tain companies in 1901. 

How Hamilton’s Name Came In. 

Hamilton's name was put on the rec- 
ord through the testimony of Henry C. 
Wilcox, vice president of the Amer- 
ican Suret¥Y Company. In 1901, Wil- 
cox testified, the fire insurance com- 
‘panies: caused to be introduced in the 
legislature a bill to exempt the un- 
earned premiums reserves from taxa- 
tion. . 

Mr. Wilcox wanted to have the cas- 
ualty and surety companies included 
in the exemption and accordingly went 
to Albany. He tried to get Senator 
Raines and Assemblyman Lewis in- 
terested, but failed. Then he hunt- 
ed up Buckley, and told him his<trou- 
bles. Buckley, he said, told him that 
Hamilton was to help him. Buckley 
telephened to Hamihkon, who ‘was in 
New York, and when he got home had 
Wilcox lay the case before him. Then 
Buckley went into the telephone booth 
and had a taik with Hamilton.

Preparation of Writ of Habeas 
Corpus Begins This Morning,

“Ex-Governor. Hoke Smith will be 
associated with me in the defense of 
Cc. W. Morse,” said Martin W. Little- 
ton. Morse’s attorney, yesterday at the 
Piedmont. “ “Our agreemént was con- 
cluded this morning after a.conference 
of several hours, and the preparation 
of the writ of habeas corpus will be 
started tomorrow (Friday). Mr. Smith 
take charge of the defense here.” 

The writ will be filed early next 
week in the United States court, and 
when it is returned, one of the biggest 
legal fights of the day will be re-op- 
ened. 

Mr. Littleton said that ‘there were 

absolutely no other developments in 
the’ case. He spent an hour Thurs- 
day with Morse at the federal prison, 
and~he says that his clieht’ is very 
hopeful. 
“One of the strongest points in my 
argument,” Mr. Littleton said, “will be 
that the trial was conducted before 
a jury, one member of which was men- 
tally defective.” 

The question that will be put to the 
court will be whether a citizen has 
been given a fair trial before twelve 
of his peers, when ti is known and 
understood that one of the twelve was 
intellectually dead though physically 
living. 

“This point has been suggested be- 
fore,” Mr. Littleton said, “but the court 
declined the motion, thereby leaving 
the point actually undecided; and aft- 
er having refused to hear the motion, 
whatever the judge may have person- 
ally thought, becomes legally unim- 
portant.” 

Mr. Littleton, with the keen intelli- 
gence of the great lawyer, suggested 
what the replies of the opposing coun- 
sel would be, and though he did not 
speak for publication, outlined ima 
comprehensive, clear and _ forecuflly 
convincing manner the trend of his an- 
swers.

Counties Express Great Satis- 
faction Over the New System. 
Chairman Hutchens Believes 
Commission Could Have Dis- 
posed of 3,000 More Convicts. | 


At sunrise this morning the new 
system of working convicts on the 
roads, instead of under the old lease 
system, which held sway for so many 
years Yin Georgia, will be exactly one 
year old. 

It was exactly twelve months ago 
that the !aw abolishing the lease sys- 
tem became effective and the new era 
in road improvement in Georgia began. 

That the new system has been pro- 
ductive of splendid results in every 
one of the 97 counties that used the 
convicts last vear is attested by the 
fact ‘that every one of these counties, 
and eight additional counties, making 
a tctal of 105, will work convicts on 
their roads during: the second year of 
the system's existence. 

The number of convicts which were 
appoftioned among the counties today 
was 1,991, and there was not a single 
county working them which did not 
ask for more than the prison commis- 
sion had to give them. 

“I believe we could have disposec 
of 3,000 or 4,000 convicts if we had 
them,” said judge G. R. Hutchens, 
chairman of the prison commission. 

“The counties which worked convicts 
during the year just closed were re- 
markably successful with them in 
building up their roads, It was a new 
experiment for many of them and the 
fact that they were so successful] the 
first vear argues well for the success 
that will attend the system in the 
succeeding years. 

“It seems to me that the greatest 
recommendation the system could have 
is the fact that every county which 
worked the convicts the first year, took 
them the second year, and clamored 
for more than we had to give them.” 

The number. of convicts whiéh each 
of the counties will work this year 
was printed in The Constitution sev- 
eral days ago, together with the list 
of 15 counties which have taken con- 
victs and transferred them to. other 


counties.

The 
men demand an increase of pey in 
some instances of 5 cents a ton, and in | 
other instances more, and. certain 
changes in working conditions. 


Confidence was expressed by the op- 
erators that there would be no gener- 
al coal famine, large supplies of fuel 
having been secured in anticipation of 
the walk-out. ' 

While the miners predicted the sus- 
pension would be cut short by a prompt 
signing of wage scales, some of the 
operators maintained that the mines 
might be kept closed for a month, or 
sixty days, or longer. 

Conditions in Various States. 

The conditions in the various states 
were as follows: .

Joseph H. Joh’ jn was born 70 years 
ago in Culloden,jn South Georgia. He 
was the son of the Rev. Marcus D. C. 
Johnson, a Methodist circuit. rider. 
When quite young, he moved to Grif- 
fin, Ga., where he spent his youth 
and the earlier part of his young 
manhood. . He was engaged in the 
banking business there, and his name 
is connected with many of the town’s 
oldest institutions of various sorts. 

At the outbreak. of the civil war he 
enlisted in the confederate army and 
was stationed for awhile at Pensaco- 
la, Fla. Later he was changed to 
the quartermaster’s department in Ma- 
con, where he served gallantly until 
Lee surrendered at Appomattox. 

Mr. Johnson first came to Atlanta in 
1876. For a number of years he en- 
gaged in the manufacture of agricul- 
tural machinery. He followed with 
other minor investments up to the 
time of his retirement from active bus- 
iness, which was about ten years ago. 
Since that time he has kept in touch 
with a number of enterprises, though 
not. actively. He was one ‘of the 
lessees of the Aragon. He was a 
member of the Masons. 

Mr. Johnson -was a citizen who made 
himself a vital part of public affairs 
without being a politician. He kept 
well up with all the important issues 
and was always among the first to 
lend his voice and aid to-any project 
which made for the betterment of At- 
He never held office and never 
desired to do go. 

One occasion when his stern integ- 
rity was showntosuch advantage was 
the time of the crusade against the 
corruption existing in the Atlanta Bar. 
Mr. Johnson, as foreman of the grand 
jury,--was the first to “sound the warn- 
ing note against thise-particutar’ class} 
of parasites, and his efforts to make 
the institution. gleaner and better are 
matters of pride, not only to his 
friends, but to every Atlantan. 

Even .more remarkable was Mr. 
Johnson in his private life. Pos- 
sessed of a gentleness, which hardly 
seemed a part of the world, he made 
better everything with which he eame 
in contact. His friends all loved 
him. He was genial and liberal, yet 
so perfectly was his character. bal- 
ancéd that he commanded respect from 
everyone. 

Surviving Mr. Johnson are one 
brother, Mark W. Johnson; four daugh- 
ters, Mrs. J. A. Droege, of Providence, 
R. I.; Mrs. Lieutenant Ralph Hayden, 
of Fort Clark, Texas; Mrs. A. 8S. Hook, 
of Atlanta, wife of the prominent real 
estate man; Mrs. A. L. Sloan, whose 
husband is with the Southern Railway: 
one son, Joseph H. Johnson, Jr., of 
New York city, and several grandchil- 
dren.

[HUMAN HEAD, CENTURY OLD, 


IS PERFECTLY PRESERVED 


A human head, treated with some 
mysterious and now forgotten process 
which held the features intact and 
rendered them impervious to decay, is 
the somewhat gruesome relic of a bar- 
barous custom which W. lL. Beckham, 
of Zebulon, Ga., brings back with him 
as a souvenir of his five months’ visit 
to Equador, in South Americas 

According to Mr. Beckham, who 
brought the relic to The Constitution 
office yesterday, the process of pre- 
serving the human head was a secret 
of the Inca Indians of South America, 

When an Inca killed his enemy, in- 


stead of scalping’ him, he took off his/ 


head, treated it with the preserving 
process and hung it in his tent as one 
of the trophies of war, somewhat after 
the manner of the North American 
Indian, who. however, took only the 
scalp of his victim instead of his entire 
head. 

In like manner, when an Inca chief 
died, his head was removed from the 
body, and, after being treated to the 
peculiar process of preservation, was 
set up at the head of the Brave as a 
sort of decoration or ornament for the 
monument of the deceased. 

When the Incas were: conquered by 
the Spaniards, the custom was aban- 
doned, and the secret of the mysterious 
process remained a secret, for on that 
subject the mouth of the Inea was 
closed. 

According to Mr. Beckham, there are 
only a very few of the preserved heads 
left in South America. Those that re- 
main are guarded jealously by the 
few remaining members of the Inca 
tribe. Mr. Beckham states that he se- 
cured three of the heads. 

The head which Mr. Beckham had 
with him on exhibition was evidently 
that of an Indian. It is greatly reduced 
in size, all the bones having been re- 
moved, and the skull'is covered with 
tWiek black hair nearly 2 feet in 
length. Although it is at least one 
hundred years old, al] the features of 
the face are well defined.

He moved. with his father’s family to 
Atlanta about ten *syears ago and en- 
gaged in the grocery business with his 
brother, Joseph Franklin. The de- 
ceased was well known and popular 
and a member of the Knights of Pyth-

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OLD WORLD COURT GOSSIP 


By Marquise 
De Fontenoy

Vasa, the name of the dynasty under 
the rule of which Sweden enjoyed the 
most glorious portion of her history, is 
still one with which to conjure, 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the land. Indéed, the Swedes cannot 
forget that it was Gustav Vasa who 
won for them their national independ- 
ence, and their freedom from Danish 
thralldom; that among his most famous 
successors on the throne were Charles 
VII, the lifelong rival and foe of Peter 
the Great, and Gustavus Adolphus, the 
most heroic figure of the Thirty Years 
war. The reign of the. Vasa dynasty 
coincided with the grandest period of 
the history of Sweden, when her em- 
pire embraced much territory now be- 
longing to Russia and Germany. 

So great, in fact, is the attachment 
of patriotic Swedes to the memory of 
the Vasas, that it is only since the 
present King married a great-grand- 
daughter of Gustavus IV, the last but 
one sovereign of the Vasa line, that the 
now reigning house of Bernadotte has 
been able to secure any hold on the 
sympathy, the good will and the loy- 
alty of the people. 

Lawsujt Against Kings. 

The announcement, therefore, that 
one of the most respected and eloquent 
members of the national legislature, 
Gustav Johanssen, has commenced @ 
lawsuit against the present king, and 
against the royal family, in order to 
compel the surrender of certain docu- 
ments relating to the Vasas, has natur- 
ally created a great sensation from 
one end of the peninsula to the other, 
popular interest in the matter being 
enhanced by the pretensions. of the 
plaintiff to be himself the great-grand- 
son of King Gustavus IV, and of his 
queen. While some few people at 
court, anl in the higher government 
circles may have Known heretofore of 
the claims of Johanssen to Vasa de- 
scent, the public certainly had no idea 
that this well-to-do and _ singularly 
level-headed parliamentarian had any 
Vasa blood in his veins. 

The story which he “puts forward, 
and which is based upon documentary 
evidence commanding attention, is an 
extraordinary one. Gustavus IV., as 
students of Swedish history will re- 
call, was brought to the throne at the 
early age of 14, by the assassination 
of his father, and though. handsome 
and gifted, and possessed of most fasci- 
nating manners, did not prove a strong 
ruler. 

Forced to Abdicate. 

Married in 1797 to Princess Frederica 
of Baden, he was deposed by means 
of a military pronunciamento in 1809, 
forced to sign his abdication, after a 
most dramatic hand-to-hand struggle 
with Genéral Alderkreutz, and the of- 
ficers implicated in the conspiracy, and 
was then banished, along with his con- 
sort and his children, his uncle taking 
his place on the throne as Charles 
XIII. Charles, being childless, and \a 
great admirer of France, and of Na- 
poleon, selected the French Field Mar- 
shal Bernadotte, who had been born as 
@ peasant near Pau, and who had risen 
from the ranks, to become his heir, in- 
duced the national diet to ratify his 
choice, and established him in the 
Swedish capital as crown prince. 

Ex-King Gustav IV. retired with his 
consort, his son and his three daugh- 
ters, Princess Sophia, Princess Amelia 
and Princess Cecilia, to Germans, 
where, three years later, he parted 
company from the ex-queen, théir mar- 
riage being sundered bv a divorce, 
dated February 17, 1812. Some 
years later Gustav and his former 
wife were brought together again. 

They were secretly married in Ger- 


many, and another daughter. was born | 


to them in the spring of 1818, who 


received the name of Anna. 


The re- 
union did not last long, and as.the ex- 
king and ex-queen soon parted again, 
it was decided to keep the story of 
their remarriage secret, and, owing to 
this, ‘the ex-queen’s youngest daugh- 
ter was not publicly acknowledged. 
Ex- Behaved Badly. 

In fact, the ex-king behaved very 
badly about the child, and declined to 
make any provision for her, whereupon 
her uncle, Emperor Alexander I. of 
Russia, -who had married a sister of 
the ex-queen, and was very fond of 
the latter, interested himself in e 
girl’s case, and, holding Charles XIV. 
of Sweden, the former Field Marshal 
Bernadotte, in high esteem and friend- 
ship, confided to him a sum of 6,000, - 
000 crowns to be held in trust for 
little Anna, who, when she grew up, 
was married to a Frenchman, settled 
and naturalized in Sweden, of the namg€ 
of De la Brache. 

Deputy Gustav Johanssen is the 
grandson of Anna De la Brache and of 
hor Franco-Swedish husband, and pos- 
sesses documentary and convincing 
evidence of the re-marriage of. ex- 
King Gustav and ex-Queen Frederica, 
and also of the payment of the 6,000,- 
000 crowns by Emperor Alexander to 
King Charles XIV for the benefit of 
the girl who was the offspring of this 
secret re-marriage. 

This annuity was paid regularly by 
the Swedish government throughout 
his reign, and during that of his son 
and successor, Charles XV, and also 
during the’ first eight years of the 
reign of the late King Oscar Il, until 
Anna’s death, in 1879. 

He Became a Miser. 

The fact that an arrangement of this 
kind was actually made is shown by 
the large annuity paid from _ the 
Swedish treasury to Mme. De la Brache 
from 1844 until 1879; while the’ cir- 
cumstance that the fund established 
for her Denefit by Emperor Alexander 
and confided to Charles XIV _ should 
have been found missing on the lat- 
ter’s death, is easy to understand. As 
I have mentioned above, 
in his old age developed the most in- 
tense miserliness. He was Known [to 
have amassed a colossal fortune, much 
of it by means of plunder, and-by the 
imposition of crushing war. indemni- 
ties on German cities, while in com- 
mand of the Napoleonic armies as 
Marshal Bernadotte, prior to becoming 
crown prince of Sweden. 

He Is Suing for Letters. 

Deputy Johanssen has now brought 
suit against the present King of 
Sweden, and against the other mem- 
bers of the royal family, not for the 


‘money, but for the letters- which his 


grandmother, Mme. de la Brache, sur- 
rendered to Oscar I. in consideration 
of the annuity: letters which it is al- 
leged have been preserved among the 
archives of the royal house. If he had 
sued in the,first place for the 6,000,- 
000 crowns, he would probably have 
been non-suited, on the sworn decla- 
ration that no such fund had been 
found among. the possessions of 
Charles XIV. cn his death. But inas- 
much as the plaintiff is producing the 
correspondence to show that the let- 
ters in question were surrendered to 
King Oscar in 1844, it cannot be said 
that they have not existed; and while 
their production would absolutely 
clinch Johanssen’s contention that 
Charles XIV. had been entrusted with 
a fund for the benefit of Mme. de la 


Brache, even if the letters are not’ pro- | 


duced, he.will have an opportunity of 


bringing forward so much other evi- 
dence in favor of his case that the 
royal house of Sweden will be. vir- 
tually compelled to effect some finan- 
cial compromise.

ANXIOUS FOR STOP-OVERS 


Judge John S&S. ‘Candler is most en- 


ment looking to the granting of stop- 
over privileges here on one-way tick- 
ets. Mr. Candler feels that the roads 
have done the city much good by al- 
lowing stop-overs on round-trip tour- 


ist tickets, but feels that they should | 
go one step further and make this 
privilege apply to all through tickets. 

“I feel,” said Judge Candler, “that 
Atlanta has been benefited greatly by 
stgp-over privileges on round-trip tour- 
ist tickets. Many who would never have 
seen ‘the city but for this privilege 
have invested money here, thanks to 
the roads. But I feel that the privilege 
should be made to apply to all through 
tickets. 

“Under existing conditions, a mer- 
chant leaves Montgomery for New 
York, say. He buys a ticket which 
brings him through Atlanta, but does 
not allow him to stop south of Wash- 
ington City. If,it so happens tha; the 
man is buyer for some _ retail store, 
local wholesale men are deprived of 
the privilege of having him look at 
their goods, while this privilege is 
granted to merchants of Washington, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia. 

“And the argument advanced by the 
roads that they would be called on to 
grant to Macon, Jacksonville, Colum- 
bus and even smaller towns similar 
privileges impresses me as not being 
well founded. That these towns would 
like to secure such ‘privileges goes 
without saying, but anyone would rea- 
sonably suppose that the importance of 
the city would play no unimportant 
part in the granting of stop-overs. And

WORK STARTED 
BY THE MAYOR 
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Strikes First Blow 
$3,000,000 Improvements 


in 


Work of Putting Down the New| 
Water Mains Is Now Under 
Way---By May 1 Construction 
of Sewers and Sewage Dis-’ 
posal Plants Will Begin. 


First work on improvements of At- 
lanta, under the recent bond issue, is 
now under way, for on Tuesday the 
work of putting duwn new water 
mains was started. It will now be 
only a matter of a few days when 
several gangs will be hard ‘at labor 
laying pipes on a number of streets 
in the city. By the ist of May it is 
expected that the construction of sew'- 
ers and sewerage disposal plants will 


the city will rank among the first as 
regards its sanitary condition. 

Mayor Maddox struck the first blow 
for the $3,000,000 improvements by 
taking the pick in hand and making a 
few good hard strikes at Mother Earth 
to let her know eacavation had 
started. 

The work being done now is on 
Robbins street, between Wells and 
Crumley streets, for a distance of 300 
feet. In this locality there are sew- 
ers, but no water mains. It is a sec- 
tlon where negro washerwomen live, 
where slimy -pools stand and where 
dirty water is poured into the streets 
and yards. With the ‘pipes down, 
these conditions will vanish. for the 
sewers can now be flushed, taking 
away all filth. This work will be 
taken up on McDaniel; Ira and Smith 
streets. About 2,000 feet of pipe will 
be laid in this vicinity, the jobs being 
completed in about three weeks. 

At present the department has on 
hand but little pipe. all of that be- 
ing of the 6 and 8-inch sizes. Other | 
shipments, however, will begin to ar- 
rive during the week and more gangs 
will be placed at labor on the im- 
provements.

It is one of the many triumphs of 
modern astronomy that it can track 
a comet, when out of sight, almost as 
well as when “blazing its way” among 
the stars before our very ¢yes. A 
comet is always found following one 
of three kinds of orbits, and three ob- 
servations, on as many nights, are all 
that are usually needed to determine, 
in the astronomer’s mind, which orbit 
it is pursuing. : 

It is supposed that all comets come 
from a distamce and were originally 
visitors. Where they came from and 
how they came to be no one knows. 
Coursing through space, a comet 
comes within the sphere of our sun's 
attraction, turns out of its course to 
salute the sovereign of the solar sys- 
tem, swings about that body and flies 
back into space. Commonly its path 
is found to be either ari hyperbola or 
a parabola, each an open c e, the 
two sides, in the case of the former, 
constantly diverging; in the case of 
the latter constantly approaching 
parallel iines, but in neither case com- 
pleting the curve. Such a comet will 
never return. 

But a comet, entering the solar sys- 
tem on such a curve, must “step live- 
ly” or have its curve altered. « If, at 
the earth’s distance of 93,000,000 miles 
from the sun, the comet be coursing 
more swiftly than 26 miles a second, it 
will keep to its hyperbola or parabola, 
and never return. But,if it drop below 
that speed, under the influence. of the 
new forces encountered in our solar 
will be tied up in an ellipse. 
This latter path may be described as a 
compressed or elongated, circle. 

It is in this way that comets are ac- 
tually made prisoners by our planets, 
and made to conform to the unending 
treadmill of the ellipse, instead of 
roaming the universe in the broad lib- 
erty of the hyperbola or parabola.

Neptune, our most dis- 
tant planet, is believed thus ta have 
eaptured Halley’s and five others, Ura- 
nus ithree, Saturn two and Jupiter 
about 30, because of its great size’ and 
power and the greater nearness of the 
comets’ orbits to its own. - a 

But there is every probability that 
a comet will lay its orbit in a plane

that planet—so far that it would feel 
its attraction less than that of Mars 
and the earth in passing them. On 
this account it is with difficulty that 
we belleve that Neptune captured it. 
unless its path has been subsequently 
altered. It is on this theory, how- 
ever, that so great an authority as 
M. Flammarion, the French astrono- 
mer, bases his argument for another 
planet beyond Neptune, inasmuch as 
the course of the comet of 1862 seems 
to deniand such a planet to,account for 
its presence in the solar system as a 
petiodical comet. 

Could we ride the comet, then, ap- 
proaching the sun nearer than Venus, 
the orb of day would appear four times 
its size as seen in the earth’s sky;, but, 
retreating to a distance 500,000,000 
miles farther than that of the most re- 
mote known planet of our system, it 
would appear only as an inconsiderable 
star, whose light would require five 
hours to travel the intervening space, 
instead of the eight and one-half min- 
utes required to reach the earth. Light 
from the sun, then, at 6 a. m. we should 
not enjoy till ll in the morning; at 6 
p. m. we should still see the sun-star 
shining on till 11 at night. An electric 
message between the comet and the 
earth would at the same time -require 
about as many hours for its transmis- 
sion, regardless 6f the usual delays in 
office and delivery. 

When the comet is sighted it is seen 
in the diréction,.of certain stars, and 
arpears to h. aciually among them. 
It is, however, countless millions of 
miles nearér than they. Thus the 
conmet’s light now comes in only a frac- 
tion of an hour because of its prox- 


imity; but, Sirius, brightest of all stars, | 


all 
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requires eight and one-half years for 
its light to travel to the earth. 

At present, high in the southwest, is 
seen the brilliant winter constellation, 
Orion. Ready to compete for brilliancy 
with its two first-magnitude _ stars, 
Rigel and Betelgeuse, and the adjacent 
orbs of like glory, Sirius, Aldebaran 
and Procyon, the comet was found. In 
the northern part of the constellation, 
about two degrees west of the star Nu 
Orionis, there it was in autumn. Note 
the row of three conspicuous stars fn 
Orion’s belt. From the middle of these 
draw -a line northerly to the bright 
red star Betelgeuse: then continue it 
about as far again, and you have 
found, if not the comet, at least the 
spot where the comet was. But its 
course westward, through that great 
letter V laid on its side and marked 


wy bright red Aldebaran, that is, the 


Hyades’ group of the constellation 
Taurus, it then passed along the south 
part of Aries and then into Pisces 
where it is now, low in the west. 
The camera and telescope have al- 
ready found it: every good eye wil] 
now make it out, and in May it will 
be sweeping its broad tail across the 
heavens, grand and awe-inspiring.

The committee displayed a great deal 
of interest in suits that are now pend- 
ing to declare the association a com- 
bination in restraint of trade. That 
the association had nothing to do with 
making prices was asserted by Mr. 
Phillips. He said the association made

members. 

Senator Smoot questioned Mr. Phil- 
lips about fines which were imposed 
on members for vialating the soap ana 
coffee plans. The witness named soap 
and coffee manufacturers who, he said 
had paid rebates to wholesalers for 
maintaining prices. Fines. had been 
imposed on members, he said, who had 
not maintained these prices. How- 
ever. he had “taken the bull by the 
horns,” and had refrained from enforc- 
ing any suoh plans.

A movement looking to the estab- 
lishment here of a museum containing 
the birds, insects, trees, flowers, min- 
eral products and the like of Georgia, 
was inaugurated at a meeting of the 
education committee of the chamber of 
commerce yesterday afternoon. 

This idea was sugested by M. L. Brit- 
tain, who proposed that the commit- 
tee take steps for the establishment 
at one of the parks of the museum of 
natural history, which shall include a 
collection of plants and insects, partic- 
ularly those insects which are injuri- 
ous to agriculture and horticulture. 
It will also include aherbarium, which 
will show the valuable grasses as well 
as the noxious weeds of this region. 
With this may be installed an exhibit 
consisting of samples of all. trees 
growing in Georgia, with a printed 
card giving a description of the tree, 
its habitat, etc. It was also sug- 


- 


gested that a collection of minerals be 
added. 

The chair wag authorized to appoint 
a committee to investigate this mat- 
ter and the report of this committee 
will be presented formally to the board 
of directors for their approval. In 
that event it will go to the park com- 
mission and the city council.

Bad Odors. 


As the result of action taken by 
Chief John Jentzen, of the sanitary 
department, together with an order by 
Recorder Nash Broyles, Chestaintown 
will hereafter breathe air wuncon- 
taminated by- odors arising from re- 
fuse and animal matter dumped into 
a littl stream that winds its way 
through the neighborhood. 

The announcement came at the end 
of the trial ‘in potice court yesterday 
afternoon of the officials of two 
slaughter houses and of the Miller Un- 


lon Stoek- Yards, on charges of main- 


taining a nuisance. ' 
. The condition of the little stream 
was brought to the attention. of the 
sanitary department and an investiga- 
tion was begun. x 

It was found that the discoloration 
begun at the outfall of a sewer at 
the Howell Mil! road, sguth of the 
Southern railroad. Sewers from: the 
White Provisien Company, the slaught- 
er pen of B. Bettis and from the Mil- 
ler Union Stock Yards, emptied jointly 
into the branch at that point. 

Scores of Chastaintown citizens, the 
Atlanta Steel Hoop Company, employ- 
ing hundreds of people, and the Ethel 
street school, with an attendance of 
something like 500 pupils, were rep- 
resented in the fight against the germs 
arising from the stream. 

At the trial, the blame for. the dis- 
agreeable condition was finally sifted 
down to the Bettis slaughter pen. 
Chief Jentzen testifieq that upon an 
inspection of that plant, blood and all 
kinds of refuse matter were dumped 
into the sewer. It was stated that the 
vats of the pen sometimes overflowed 
and that the offal would find its way 
to the stream. . 

Courtland S. Winn, attorney for Mr. 
Beitis, announced that on Thursday 
morning gunder the personal supervis- 
ion of himself and a sanitary in- 
spector, the sewers leading from his 
client’s slaughter pen had been plugged 
with cement and that hereafter no 
refuse matter would be thrown in the 
stream. He said that arrangements 
had been made to cart the offal to other 
sections more remote from thickly- 
populated neighborhoods. 

According to the opinion of Chief 
Jentzen from his tnspection of the 
White. Provision Company’s plant, he 
feund perfect sanitary conditions to 
exist in the ‘handling of the pfant’s 
affairs. According to the statement of 
Mr. White, no diagreeable matter of 
any kind was allowed to flow from 
the abbattoirs, as every particie of 
animal matter was utilized. 

Attorney Albert Howell represented 
the White interests. 

The city was represented by Assis- 
tant City Attorney W. D. Ellis, Jr., and 
the people of Chastaintown by § At- 
torney John W. Moore. Winfield Jones 
wast present as attorney for the At- 
lanta Steel Hoop Company, and T. K. 
Glenn, pregivent of the latter concern, 
testified. 

Recorder Broyles, after hearing the 
statement of Attorney Winn, dismissed 
all .the cases, but at the same time 
gave explicit instruction to the sani- 
tary officials to see that the stream 
was kept clean of all pollution.

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COTTON CLOSED WEAK | 
AT LOWEST OF DAY 


News of Rain in Texas Caused 
Net Decline of 12 to 
24 Points. . 


New York, March 31.—The cotton 
market was very nervous and un- 
settled today. An early decline on 
Texas rain news was followed by a 
partial recovery, but the market 
weakened in the afternoon, under ru- 
mors that the bulls were abandoning 
the May deal and the close was weak 
at the lowest point of the day, or a 
net declihe of 12@24 points. 

The market opened easy, at an ad- 
vance of 3 points on March, but gen- 
erally 7 to 18 points lower, in response 
to lower cables than due and scatter- 
ing liquidation, 
reports indicating that the rains in 
the state in a southerly direction with 
the precipitation ranging from a trace 
up to nearly 2 inches. fficial weath- 
er reports, however, indicated that the 
showers or rains were, passing out of 
the state in a southely direction with 
clear weather entering from the north- 
west and shortly after the opening 
prices rallied on support by New Or- 
leans and western interests and cover- 
ing by shorts. The old crop sold up 
to within a point or two of last night's 
finals on this demand, while the new 
crop advanced to within 5 or 6 points 
of yesterday’s close, but. a little later 
the whole list weakened under rather 
general liquidation which appeared to 
reflect some change in the near month 
situation and which was accompanied 
by rumors that there had been a Sset- 
tlement between southern bulls and 
a large spot interest and that the re- 
maining long interest was being trans- 
ferred to the late months. May con- 
tracts sold off to 14.84, or 16 points net 
lower, while October declined to 12.97, 
or 22 points under the closing figures 
of last night. 

Receipts at the ports today were 
22,821 bushels, against 26,112 last week 
and 11,717 last year. For the week 
85,000 bales, against 105,130 last week 
and 99,598 bales last year. Today’s 
receipts at New Orleans 6,782. bales, 
against 1,161 last year, and at Hous- 
ton 1,777 bales, against 2,620 last year.

Advices trom Texas were that the 
drought was temporarily relieved, and 
that further rain would give farmers 
a more hopeful view of the situation. 
Sections which have been helding. off 
from planting because of the dryness 
of the soil are making preparations to 
go ahead with their seeding. In view 
of this, the new crop months held re- 
markably steady. 

First prices were the lowest of the 
morning on the old crop months, while 
the new crops, affected to a greater 
extent by the rains, went 11 to 12 
points under yesterday’s closing. By 
the middle cf the morning the market 
took on a very steady tone; offerings 
became limited, bulls increased their 
lines at the decline, and shorts show- 
ed a desire for profits. The result was 
that by nocn the old crop months were 
1 to 2 points over yesterday’s closing, 
while the new crops stood 4 to 7 points 
down. The forecast for fair weather 
stod 4 to 7 points down. The forecast 
for fair weather in Texas tonight and 
tomorrow Relped the-recovery. 

In the afternoon session the market 
slumped in a decided manner on the 
rumor that a settlement had been 
made in-the May deal in the New York 
market.

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NARROW LIMITATIONS 
TO THE STOCK MARKET 


Another Day of Dullness and 
Very Little Trading Done 
During the Day. 


New York, March 31—The stock mar- 
ket today further disclosed its narrow 
limitations. The traders operated on 
one side of the market for a time and 
then shifted to the other side, while 
real buyers and sellers apparently ie- 
frained from taking any action at all. 
The course of events may be assumed 
to be insufficiently defined to induce 
speculative operation. Great uncer- 
tainty exists as to the significance of 
the decision of the supreme court not 
to accompany the body of the late Jus- 
tice Brewer to its resting place in Kan- 
sas. The desire to avoid deldy in the 
public business,, expressed by the chief 
justice in explanation, gives rise to a 
supposition in the financial 
that the American Tobbacco case may 
be decided on Monday. The _ subject 
was much discussed, with a repressive 
effect on activity. 

Another matter receiving much at- 
tention was the number of railroads 
following the example of the Pennsyl- 
vania by advancing wages of employ- 
ees. That action had a mixed effect 
on speculative sentiment. The large 
increases in expense of operation in- 
volved received graye consideration 
‘in view of the high ratio of operating 
expenses already -shown by monthly 
railroad reports and the consequent in- 
Toads on the net returns. The inten- 
tion of the railroads to make the gitua- 


charges for service came into view 
through the announcement of increased 
passenger rates by the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford. Uneasiness over 
the crop conditions was revived by the 
failure of predictions of genera] rains 
in the southwest and by the cooler 
weather reported there. 

Another wave of depression emanated 
from the Granby mining episode In the 
Boston market. The gravity of the in- 
cident was inferred from the news of 
its influence in so remote a field as the 
Paris bourse. The resistence encoun- 
tered during the declines in prices left 
an impression at the end of the day 
of a support in the market such as it 
has lacked ‘for several days past. -

CROP DAMAGE REPORTS 
_ FIRMED WHEAT MARKET 


Prices at Close Soe Gam of 
One-Eighth to Three- 
Quarters Cent. 


Chicago, March 31.—Crop damage re- 
ports from Kansas held the wheat 
market ‘irm today, and at the close 
prices were % to %c above yesterday's 
final figures. Corn and oats were weak 
nearly all day, following moderate 
firmness at«the start. Provisions fol- 
lowed coarse grain and closed weak. 

Activity and strength of the May de- 
livery was the feature of trading in the 
wheat pit. That option showed greater 
firmness than the new crop months at 
all stages, and at the high point was 
1%c above final figures of the previous 
session. Buying of the nearby deliv- 
ery by a few longs started active bid- 
ding by shorts early in the day, and 
considerable congestion developed. The 
new crop months were influenced by 
fresh repurts concerning the condition 
of the growing grain. Advices from 
Kansas were of more definite character 
than heretofore, and showed that a 
large percentage of the crop had been 
“winter-killed.” These reports, how- 
ever, had been largely discounted. Re- 
ports from other sections of the win- 
ter wheat belt. were more favorable to 
the bears.

New York, March 31.—George W. 
Griffin, a negro porter, was awarded 
$1,000 damages today for false arrest 
and imprisonment. The verdict, which 
was against Daniel M. Brady, a manu- 
facturer, was given by a jury in the 
supreme court here and derived in- 
terest fromthe fact that on a former 
trial before Justice Dugro, the court, 
in setting aside a verdict of $2,500 as 
excessive, laid down the dictum that 
a colored man could not suffer shame 
to the extent as a white man as the 
the result of false arrest. 

In charging the jury in the present 
trial Justice McCall expressed an opin- 
ion diametrically opposite. 

“The tribun4l of justice has noth- 
ae to do with the color of a man’s 
skin,” the court charged, “therefore,
